esies imd attentions to tho two girls. 
One old crusty Englishman seemed to 
take offense if any ono monopolized their 
attention. Ho became their loyal guard- 
ian nnd walked around liko a great pro- 
tecting mastiff. It was he who stood on 
tho dock with them on the day that the 
girls turned their eager eyes toward tho 
Statue of Liberty. The now friends of 
"the breve little American Indies" ad- 
vised them to stay in Mow York for one 
day to get a little rc.it. They wonld not 
listen to such pleasant nrgings.' The 
stewardess actually wept over thoir_ de- 
termination to hurry on to San Francisco. 


NO KEST FOR THEM. 


"Only get ono night's sleep," she 


pleaded, but tho girls had been told to 
come home as soon as possihle, and they 
wero deaf to all entreaties. 


Tho steamer waa at her pier at 4:30 


p. in., i«ul a train left Jersey City at 
6:80 p. m. In that two hours the girls 
left tho steamer, had their trunks ex- 
amined by tho custom house officials 
and wero driven to the railroad station. 
Their adoring old Englishman, who did 
not look as if ho had moved rapidly in 
forty years, fretted and bustled around 
the trunks when 
they 
wore being 


opened. Ho was in mortal terror lest 
tho girls would miss the train after all. 
He stamped, got red in the face, puffed 
violently and finally recovered the bag- 
gage with a cry of exultation. The 
train which started westward that oven- 
ing earned with two white faced young 
women tho good wishes of a shipload of 
passengers.
